Judge Rosser issued the warrants at 
10 o’clock Tuesday morning at the 
instance of Martin May, head of the 
firm. Mr. May was represented by 
Attorneys Branch & Howard. 

The jeweler charged that Braselton 
recently secured diamonds valued at 
approximately $12,000 from his store, 
representing that he wished to show 
them to his wife, who was ill at a lo- 
cal hospital. Braselton said that he 
expected to purchase a fine stone for 
his wife, it is alleged, and he wisned 
her to select one to her liking. 

Failing to return the jewels, ac- 
cording to the charges, Braselton was 
named defendant in the two municipal] 
court warrants.

Labor Supply Reduced. 

No explanation of the increase was 
given by the steel corporations. How- 
ever, it is known that the immigra- 
tion law has cut off the supply of un- 
skilled laborers which formerly drift- 
ed to the iron and steel centers. 

When the labor shortage became 
acute last spring and the steel in- 
dustry began-to show signs of re- 
habilitation, temporary relief + 18s of- 
fered by the employment of men 
thrown out of work by the coal strike. 

Resumption of coal mining and the 
increasing demand for laborers in 
other industries, combined with the 
expected business revival this fall, 
is reported to have caused apprehen- 
sion among mill managers, who feared 
that the higher wages elsewhere 
would cause sufficient desertions to 
hamper their operations at a time 
when there was every prospect for 
heavily increased orders. 

Seale of Pay. 

The United States Steel corpora.ion 
employs approximately 220,000 u-cn, 
of whom 156,000 are affected by the 
wage increase. The highest rate paid 
by the company for day labor was 47 
cents an hour, from <ebruary to May 
1920. On May 16, 1920, a re- 
duction of 20 per cent was an- 
nounced and in July of the same year 
overtime was eliminated. On Au- 
gust 19, 1921, day lahor was reduced 
to 30 cents an hour, the rate now 
in effect. The increase will bring 
the rate up to 36 cents an hour. 

The average pay roli of i . cor- 
poration during 1918, the banner year, 
was over $450,000,000 but it dropped 
to about $332,000,000 in 1921, whn 
there were approximately 190,000 men 
employed. 

The forecast of what is to come 
is seen in the large orders for rolling 
stock recently received by r-ilroad 
equipment companies.

Collins held out as firmly for its ac- 
ceptance, and stood as firmly for the 
program made possible through the 
British concessions as he had stood 
out against England in the early 
days. 


When the Sinn Fein resorted to 
arms against the Free State faction 
among the Irish with the same de- 
termination that they had shown 
against England, Collings placed him- 
self at the head of the Free State 
forces. It was to Collings and Grif- 
fith that Lloyd George looked for 
maintenance of peace within Ireland, 
if peace was to be maintained by the 
Irish themselvea, 


Collins accepted the issue, realize 
ing that only establishment of peace 
by the Free Staters would avert the 
reappearance of British troops. 

During the past few months the 
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waged constant guerrilla warfare. 
Dramatic Step. 
Collins’. most dramatic step, and 


the one best emphasizing his determi- 
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nation to make the Free State domi- 
nant was the recent battle of 
Four Courts in Dublin. 

The Sinn Fein fotfces seized 
fameus Four Courts building and were 
holding it. Collins demanded their 
surrender, and when it was not forth- 
coming opened a bombardment on the 
historic buildings. The Four Courts 
and other lLuildings in the vicinity 
were practically destroyed by artil- 
lery fire before the Sinn Fein troops 
were routed. 

Since then the warfare on the Sinn 
Fein has been pushed relentlessly 
throughout Ireland. 

Zollins’ death comes at a critical 
time. Arthur Griffith, active ad- 
ministrative and executive head of 
the Free State. died within the past 
fortnight. Griffith was president of 
the dail eireann. He had been for 
years the moderating factor in the 
Sinn Fein, and stood staunchly by 
Collins in establishment of the Free

Even Republicans Protest 
Against Harding’s Leg- 
islative Program—Bonus 
to Meet Buffeting. 


Washingtoa, August 22.—Debate 
on the president’s coal commission 
i. will begin in the house, Wednes- 
day, and Floor Leader Mondell hopes 
to jam through its passage at the ear- 
liest possible date 

Likewise, in the senate, the soldier 
bonus bill comes up for debate, Wed- 
nesday—provided a quorum is pres- 
ent—and as 300n as it is disposed of, 
the Borah coal commission bill, just 
reported out of the senate labor com- 
mittee, may then be considered. 

Definite antagonism to the bonus 
has assumed some proportions, and 
similar senate opposition to the coal 
b’' may not be far distant. But 
sentiment against the emergency 
measure in the house is definite and 
widespread. : 

Even the republican side of the 
house has protested against the bill, 
said to have been sponsored by the 
white .house. Representative Bland, 
Indiana, member of the house labor 
committee and author of a coal com- 
mission bill on which-extensive hear- 
ings were conducted last spring, secs 
in the Winslow resolution “an at- 
tempt to discover hidden faets in one 
of our greatest industries by men who 
know nothiag about the business.

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PENSION MEASURE 


Governor Hardwick Tuesday vetoed 
the -bill passed by the legislature ap- 
propriating $1,200,000 to the confed- 
erate pensioners of Georgia. In an- 
nouncing his disapproval of the meas- 
ure the governor declared that its 
passage by the legislature without 
the concurrent passage of some reve- 
nue measure was “unjustified and 
unjustifiable.” The governor declar- 
ed that in view of qhe failure of the 
revenue to -pay the appropriation it 
would be impossible for him to ap- 
prove the bill. 

In his statement the governor plac- 
ed the blame on the legislature: de- 


‘{claring the members knew the situ- 


ation that existed full well and that 
“full and explicit warning was given 
on the floor of both houses on the 
subject.”

Governor’s Statement. 


In announcing his veto of the con- 
federate pension bill the governor 1s- 
sued the following statement:

year 1922, and the further sum of §$1,- 
250,000 as additional pension appropria- 
ar pd the year 1923. 

t the beginning of the present sessio 
of the general assembly, "made it peo 
fectly plain to the general assembly of 
Georgia that the excess of the revenues 
over appropriations already made during 
the , last session for the year 1922 was 
only $179,872. Subsequent to the prepara- 
tion of my message to the general assem- 
bly of Georgia, of date June 29, 1922, when 
the final payment of pensions under the ap- 
propriations of the act of last year was 
made, it developed that the legislature had 
appropriated more money than was neces+ 
sary to pay the old class of pensions at 
the old rate of pénsions by $254,000. con- 
sequently when these two sums are a

This is true both for the year 1922 and 
for the year 1923: and for the general as- 
sembly, in the face of these facts, without 
raising a dollar of additional revenue for the 
state, to undertake to appropriate more 
than a million dollars for the year 1922 and 
$1,250.000 for the year 1923, to pay the 
new classes of pensions and to pay increases 
to the old class of pensions up to $150 
per annum for 1922 and $175 per annum 
for 1923. without raising or wnndertakineg 
to rajse a single cent of revenue with which 
to meet this enormous expense, is wholly 
unjustified and wholly unjustifiable. 

We cannot spend more than our reve- 


nues. 
Ruin Faces State. 

Ruin stares either an individual 
state that engages in this practice 
continues in it. One year ago, the general 
asscinbly succeeded in wiping out a deficit 
of substantially $3,000,000 by discounting 
five years’ rental of the state’s railroad 
property and by holding down the pension 
Appropriations to the old classes und to the 
old rates. In that way we were enabled 
to pull the state out of debt; and now it 
is proposed to repeat exactly the same 
operation by which the state got in dept, 
by making these enormous appropriatione, 
when the general assembly knew ful! well 
that there was no revenue in the treasury 
to meet these appropriations and not the 
slightest possibility that an additjonal penny 
of tevenue could accrue to the state during 
the year 1922 or for the first two-thirds of 
the year 1923. To make these appropria- 
tions, under these circumstances, is, in my 
opinion, wholly indefensible and wholly un- 
justified. It is unfair to the public, it ie 
unfair to the treasurer of the state, it is 
unfair to the credit of Georgia, it is unr 
fair to these pensioners themselves, for it 
would lead them to expect the payment of 
the pensions at the rate they were approv- 
priated for, and there would not be a sin- 
gle penny in the treasury with which they 
could be paid. 

The general assembly knew full well that 
such was the situation when it passed this 
resolution, and full and explicit warning was 
openly given-on the floor of both houses 
in the debate upon the subject. If I were 
to sign this bill, not. one penny of this 
ig could*be paid. If the general assem- 
lv had really desired to pay these appro- 
priations it would undoubtedly have provided 
the revenue with which to meet them, 
which I urged upon them, pointing ont 
ma ways in which it could be done, 
without injustice to any interest. 

Useless Proceeding. 

Since the general assembly was either 
unable or unwilling to raise the revenue, it 
was a useless proceeding to go through the 
farce of appearing to make these appro- 
priations.. If they had made them within 
ah amount which by any possible means 
could have been met with the small surplus 
on hand, I would have approved the legis- 
lation in preference to any other ley!sla- 
tion for any other object whatever. Since 
they have deliberately made these appro- 
priations so large that it is impotsible to 
pay them, I have been unable to adopt that 
course. 

My approval of this bill would not only 
plunge the state’s finances into disorder, 
leave it with a heavy deficit to face, but it 
would do these pensioners no good whatever, 
and I eannot be a party to their deception 
or disappointment. 

To eay that these appropriations are 
authorized by a law, whether constitutional 
or statutory, does not alter the situation nor 
make a stronger case for the resolution; be- 
cause mere authority of law to make an 
appropriation confers no moral right upon 
a legislative body to make it, uniess it 
simultaneously provides the revenue with 
which to meet it, 

For the above reasons, I am constrained 
to withhold my approval of this resolution, 
and the same Ra ge vetoed.

BLALOCK EXPLANATION 
ATTACKED BY ADAMS 


A new turn was taken Tuesday in 
the controversy between Comwissioner 
of Agriculture J. J. Brown and A. O. 
Hlalock, candidate for commissioner, 
over the circulation of an affidavit of 

. R. Adams, of Fayette county, to 
the effect that Blalock had illegally 
disposed of 100 bales of cotton be- 
longing to Adams when a statement 
was made public by Adams reiterat- 
ing his original charge against Bla- 
lock and declaring he had made his 
affidavit unsolicited by Commissioner 
Lrown. 

In his statement made public Tues- 
day Adams charges that statements 
made by Blalock about the transaction 
in a card issued to the newspapers are 
untrue. Adams charged that Blalock, 
us a banker at Fayette, bad made a 
loan on 100 bales of cotton. He said 
nt the time the loan was made cotton 
was selling at 2S cents a pound and 
that Blalock sold his cotton. He 
charged that after he went to the 
bank to setfle the loan he found Bla- 
lock had sold his cotton without au- 
thority and that Blalock agreed to 
settle with him for it at 11 3-4 cents 
a pound. 

Adams’ Statement. 

Following is the statement of Mr. 
Adams: 

Editor Constitution: I note in a recent 
issue of your paper a card from A. 0. Bla- 
lock attempting to justify himself in hav- 
ing misappropriated one hundred bales of 
cotton I had placed with him as security. 

As to the affidavit that Blalock refers to. 
I wish to say that it was made of wy own 
free will, unsolicited by J. J. Brown. and is 
true in every particular, and I-am ready to 
make the same affidavit before any court 
official in Fayette county. 


Blalock says I was not a regular custom- 
er at his bank. This is untrue. I have been 


| a customer of his bank for the past five 


years. Blalock says I was obliged to have 
the money to prevent the foreclosure of a 
lien on my farm. This is untrue. I needed 
money, but I was'in no way facing a fore- 
closure. Blalock says that I agreed that he 
could sell my cotton at any time he saw fit. 
Blalock knows this is untrue. Nothing was 
further from my mind. I could have sold 
my cotton myself if I had wanted it sold, 
but with thousands of other farmers I bor- 
rowed this monev to keep this cotton off 
the market. Blalock is a banker. and was 
careful to see that I signed a note and de- 
livered him bonded warehouse receipts as se- 
eurity for the loan. Why did he take no 
writing from me giving him the right to 
sell my cotton, if such was the intent of 
the transaction? Blalock knows that this 
was a straight loan and that be did wrong 
to sell my cntton. 
Blalock’s Claims. 

Blalock says that he sold my cotton for 28 
cents per pound, and only offered to give me 
11% cents per pound when I demanded mv 
cotton. Blalock says that not one dollar of 
profit was made by his bank on my cotton. 
Will he then tell the public who got the 
difference between 28 cents he got for my 
cotton and the 11% cents he offered me in 
settlement for my cotton? 

Blalock says twelve jurors will pass on 
this case. That may be true, if my attor- 
neys are ever successful in getting a trial. 
In every attempt to have this case tried 
Mr. Blalock has tendered a sick certificate 
for his son as a witness to prevent the 
twelve jurors he mentioned from acting on 
this matter. 

paid Blalock every cent I owed him ifn 
May. 1921. Yet Blalock received for my cot- 
ton in November, 1920, $12,028.24, which 
money rightfully is mine, and which I have 
been out of the use of now nearly two 
years, and unable to get a trial. 

I had no desire to make myself an issue 
in this campaign, but being a farmer and 
knowing the hardships they have undergone, 
I felt it a duty to my fellow farmers to 
protect them from a man who was seeking to 
get control of the farmers’ department of 
agriculture.

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GETS LIFE TERM 


Glen M. Hudson, Dougherty county 
farmer, whose death sentence was com- 
uted to life imprisonment Tuesday 
by Guvernor Thomas W. Hardwick, 
will be taken to the state prison farm 
at Milledgeville to begin serving his 
term as svon as the necessary papers 
can be completed according to infer- 
mation obtaaned Tuesday at the state 
prison cominission. Hudson was un- 
der death sentence following his con- 
viction in Dougherty county of killing 
his two stepsons, 5 and 1) years old, 
respectively, the crime for which he 
was charged being one of the most 
atrocious in the crimina] history of 
the state. The crime was committed 
more than a year ago. 

Hudson was to have been executed 
in the Dougherty county jail Friday, 
and preparations for the hanging were 
under way when the governor commut- 
ed the death sentence. ‘The action of 
the governor was based on a recom- 
mendation for clemency submitted by 
the prison cominission and because of 
a doubt existing as to the guilt of 
the man. 

Wife Was Freed. - 

The wife of Hudson was also 
charged with the murder, and after a 
sensational trial in which she testi- 
fied that her husband committed the 
deed, she was acquitted. Hudson 
stoutly proclaimed his innocence and 
asserted that a negro had killed the 
two little Hudson children while they 
were playing in the yard at Hudson’s 
home near Albany. 

The governor issued a statement in 
connection with his action asserting 
that a careful examination of the case 

isclosed that the evidence against

dle it. 
Hudson was circumstantial. He said 
that while the evidence was strong, it 
was not stfong enough to remove all 
doubt from hig mind as to the guilt 
of the defendant. He said in view 
of the recommendation of the prison 
commission in the case and in view of 
his doubt as to the man’s guilt he 
would follow the recommendation of 
the commission and commute the deatb 
senterace to life imprisonment. 

Final pleas for the life of Hudson 
were made to the prison commission 
at a hearing held last week. Claude 
Payton, a lawyer of Albany. repre- 
sented Hudson before the commission 
and made a strong request that the 
death sentence be commuted. 

Children Were Killed. 

The two Hudson children were killed 
thirteen months ago at Hudson’s home. 
The double murder occurred early 
one- morning. The children were 
shot with a shotgun as they were 
eating a watermelon. It was alleged 
by the prosecution that Hudson killed 
the children béeause he was unwilling 
to support them. It was charged 
that Hudson and his wife started to 
Albany in a buggy, that Hudson left 
his wife in the buggy near the barn. 
returned to the front of the home, 
shot the children. and then returned 
to the buggy and drove to Albany 
with his wife. Two negroes’ were 
working on the farm at the time. 

Hudson denied killing the children 
and said they were killed bv one of 
the negroes on the place. The sher- 
iff of Dougherty county testified at 
the trial that he obtained a_ full 
confession from Hudson, but Hudson 
denied this confession. 

Both Hudson and his wife were 
jointly indicted for the crime. During 
her trial, Mrs. Hudson declared Hud- 
son was guilty and had killed the 
chiMren because they had eaten a 
watermelon which he had forbidden 
them to eat. The crime attracted 
wide attention at the time and feeling 
against Hudson and his wife was 
strong. For a time Hudson was 
taken to the Bibb county jail et Ma- 
con for safety. 


POSTAL INSPECTORS 
PLAN FOR MORE SPACE 


Plans to increase postal facilities in 
the Atlanta district, which embraces 
the states of Georgia, Florida and 
South Carolina, by leasing of addi- 
tional buildings to care for the conges- 
tion and crowded conditions now in 
existence, were discussed Tuesday at 
a conference of twenty-two postal 
inspectors from all parts of the dis- 
trict, in the office of Louis A. John 
son, postoffice inspector in charge. 

Increased floor space and machinery 
is needed in the larger cities of the 
district to care for the rapidly grow- 
ing business, according to "gy agp 
Johnson, and especially is this true of 
the Atlanta office, he asserted, which 
recently leased a building near the 
terminal station having approximate- 
ly 100,000 square feet of floor space. 

New Machinery. 

New machinery and _ additional 
clerks will -be installed in the local 
postoffice addition to expedite hand- 
ling of the large volume of mail 
pouring into the Atlanta terminus. The 
new addition will be remodeled, ma- 
chinery instaNed and ready for oc- 
cupancy within the next three months 
in order to care for the holiday rush, 
Mr. Johnson stated. 

In the Jast three years the Atlanta 
postoffice has been congested to its 
utmost capacity, all of the mail dis- 
tribution being assorted and handled 
on the first floor and in the basement. 
So great has, been the increase of 
mail that the basement, which was 
not originally intended as a distribu- 
tion place, has even become con- 
gested. 

“In providing additional facilities 
for handling the mail in Atlanta,” de- 
clared Mr. Johnson. “the department 
believes that not only will the service 
be greatly facilitated but the efficiency 
of the postal employees will be en- 
hanced. The highest degree of ef- 
ficiency cannot be maintained in poor- 
ly lighted, inadequately ventilated and 
stuffy mail rooms such as are in use 
now. in the basemext of the Atlanta 
postoffice. 

“The additional building to be ready 
for octupancy within the next three 
months will unquestionably relieve 
the present congestion and greatly 
facilitate distribution of the mail 


To Enlarge Offices. 

Postoffices in cities such as Jack- 

sonville, Savannah, Columbia, S. C.; 
Macon, Rome and others in the At- 
lanta district are to be enlarged by 
the acquisition of other buildings, it 
was stated.

Class 4 relates to 
“Coal for the production and manufacture 
of foodstuffs and medicines, and for the 
manufacture of containers therefor, for 
daily use, but not for storage, exchange or 
sale. 
Class 5 refers to all other purposes not

The Associated Press reports sev- 
eral serious ‘forest fires raging in 
the northwest. 

In Minnesota more than 500 
families have been burned out and 
the homeless members scattered in 
various places of safety. Millions of

Ciiteved. Twelve lives are known 
to have been lost in the Minnesota 
fire alone.

Dear Sir: I motice in the hewspapers a 
suggestion that a rate of 3% per cent 
should be allowed member banks -who re- 
discount agricultural paper on condition that 
the member bank has not charged more than 
6 per cent to the farmer. ermit me ta 
offer my respectful protest against any 
such ruling. My reasons for is protest 
are as follows: 

A» a general rule notes given by farmers 
are very smail in amount and the interest 
received constitutes the only compensation 
received by the lending bank, because, per- 
haps, 90 per cent of such borrowers carry 
no account and hence have no balance to 
their credit. They take the actual cash 
when the loan jis made. 


Another reason is that papers discounted 
with the reserve bank miust: be met at 


maturity by the member bank while tile 
furmer customer, as an almost invariable 
rule, gives no attention to maturity but pays, 
in prosperous times, a week or ten days be- 
{ce maturity and in ordinary times perhaps 
a week or ten days after maturity. Your 
records will show that only one time bas 
this bank discounted farmer per with 
plantation 
owbers, such as are pot under considera- 
tion) This instance occurred gbout twe 
years ago and was a deliberate experiment. 
Our records will show that preceding ma- 
turity of these papers we notified, by spe- 
cial letter, each of the borrowers whose 
papers we nad rediscounted, that we hat 
used their paper at the reserve bank an 
that the paper so used must be met at ma< 
turity if the original borrower wished te 
maintain good standing at the reserve bank. 
Our notices was a part of the experiment, 
in order to ascertain how many = farmers 
would regard maturity. In not one single 
case Was our request acknowledged or rec- 
ognized and while we took down the papere 
witbout any great inconvenience, as they 
respectfully matured, we carried many of 
them for months without any really satie- 
factory adjustment. 

The point I would make is twofold. 
First, if such a ruling should be published 
every farmer will expect a rate of 6 per cent 
on his paper, when really he should pay 
the highest rate obtainable by the lending 
bank Secondly, this®ruling might induce 
manv small banks, who have not experi- 
metted as we have to grant undue rolume 
of credit and hence load themselves with 
paper which is not promptiy collectible, 
thereby bringing embarrassment upon the 
member bank. 


lL very much fear that the suggestion of 
an especially low rate for farmers has « 
political rather than @ business origin. It 
seems to me to be very desirable to keep“ 
political influence out of the reserve bank, 
Juqat as far as possible. If these views 
appeal to you as worth while, I will be 
giaa for you to subinit them 
officials.

railroad “where it belongs.” J. F. Me- 
Grath, vice president of the railavay 
employes’ department of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, today said 
the wreck did not differ a_ particle 
from wrecks reported each day from 
various parts of the country.” 


“Reports are based upon an in- 
vestigation by company officials and 
armed guards,” he said. : 

“If all the derailments which have 
been reported to us since the strike, 
had ogcurred at 60-miles an _ hour, 
the newspapers would have had no 
room for other news. Such wrecks 
result directly from the deterioration 
of equipment. It is only when the 
wreck is serious enough to get into 
the papers that the real cause is cov- 
ered over.” 

McGrath’s statement came on the 
heels of the verdict of the cornec’s 
jury which found that the engineer 
and fireman of the wrecked express 
came to their death as a result of a 
plot to wreck the train.

A chorus cf WO voifes will feature the 
mass meeting Sunday at 2:30 o'clock, at the 
Auditorium, of the Greater Morris Brown 
university movement.

Unimportant though they may seem, 
there are some essential uses for pins 
which make it desirable to know good 
nins, you know, are brass; the best, 
steel. Here are some ways you can 
distinguish brass pins from those of 
iron and steel. 

Use a magnet. It will attract iron 
and steel, but never brass. Drop tbe 
pins into water. A brass pin will not 
rust, but those of iron and steel will. 
Try to scratch off the plating of the 
pin. A brass pin will appear brass, 
and gold-like, while an iron pin 
scratched in this way wil] simply look 
silvery. 

Here are ways to distinguish steel 
pins from those of iron. You will find 
that stee] pins are more slender anil 
stiffer. and have better finish and a 
sharper point than iron ones. Then, 
too, you will find that steel pins are 
invariably so marked on the paper or 
the package. The price, toc, will 
guide you, as steel pins are generally 
imported and cost about five times as 
much as iron ones. 

If you do much sewing, and pins 
are an important part of your work- 
ing equipment, it will pay you to buy 
good ones.

- MUSHROOMS FOR EPICURE. 


Mushrooms are a choice food, and 
are really one of the things on which 
epicures spend a great deal of time.

RESUMED TODAY 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

New York, August 22.—Four’ sur- 
prise factors entered into the rail 
strike situation today, any one of 
which, according to representatives 
of roads and brotherhoods, may vital- 
ly influence the action of the Asso- 
ciation of Railway Executives, when 
it meets tomorrow to consider peace 
proposals for mediation with the five 
big brotherhoods. They were: 

1. The announcement that presi- 
dents of three powerful eastern roads, 
Samuel Kea, of the -Pennsylvania; 
E. E. Loomia, of the Lehigh Valley, 
and William Besler, of the Jersey 
Central, were expected to arrive from 
Europe on the Majestic, in time to 
participate in the conference of the 
Association of Railway Executives. 

2. The grant by three large steel 
corporations of a 20 per cent in- 
creased wage to their several hundred 
thousand day laborers. 

3. Assertion by L. F. Loree, presi- 
dent of the Delaware ahd Hudson 
and chairman of the eastern -presi- 
dents’ eonference, that predictions of 
a strike settlement and peace in the 
industry were “all bunk.” 

4. Announcement that several 
brotherhoods chiefs Are en route from 
the west with practical proposals for 
settlement of ‘the shopmen’s strfke, 
which they will submit to rail execu- 
tives if all other peace advances fail.

It not only ‘justified 
their refusal to accept wage cuts 
fixed by tHe railroad labor board, they 
said, but was ample proof of an-im- 
pending industrial boom which would 
put the railroads, with their thousands 
of bad order cars, more than evér 
in need of their old repair forces. 

_“This .wage increase will put. con- 
siderable fire into the veins of rail- 
road labor,” declared David Williams, 
secrefary of the eastern strike com- 
mittee,

to understand why he should get $2.75 
a day when he could get for the 
same work in-the steel milis. t fek 

“If the railroads don’t Settle with 
the shofmen, it will be doubly diffi- 
cult for them to hold the unskilled 
erafts in line.” See eee eae 

Rail Leaders Silent. 

Rail heads refrained -from, discus: 
sion of the possible effects of the 
steel company’s move on rail strike 
negotiations. They were, neverthe- 
less, quick to offer numerous reasons 
why the steel industry should ‘grant 
their men a raise at this critical stage. 

One was that sume of the steel 
corporation bankers who are also large 
investors in the railroad stocks, took 
such means of making untenable the 
posjtion steadfastly maintained by the 
eastern “die-hards”’ headed by L. F. 
ldvee, that the strike be allowed to 
continue “as a finish fight,” rather 
than it be settled by returning seni- 
ority rights to the workers.

enter tomorrow's conference as a

Despite continued assertions of rail 
chiefs that they will enter the con- 


ference tomorrow without having be-, 


fore them any definite proposal as a 
result of their executive committee's 
two-day conference with the big five 
last week, reports persist in labor 
circles that several such proposals 
i laid before the carrier representa- 
ives. 


In each case full restoration of 
seniority, was said: to have been the 
outstanding feature. One such plan, 
revealed in labor sources, tonight was 
said to have been written by Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover and an, of- 
ficial of the brotherhood of engineers, 
containing provisions similar to Pres- 
ident Harding’s last proposal, cloaked 
in new words. 


Wages, working conditions and 
farming out of shop work would be 
referred to the railroad labor board 
for adjudication, according to this 
plan, it was said. 


Seniority Question. 

On the seniority question, strikers 
would return with full rights as of 
July 1. Loyal employees would re- 
tain former rights plus rights since 
July 1. New men, taken on since 
the strike ‘was called, would have 
rights dating from Juiy 1. Under 


this plan, the strikers would lose seni- 
ority rights for only the eight weeks 
the strike now has been in progress. 

Most of the 148 rail men who will 
attend the meeting at the Yale club 
tomorrow arrived in the city tonight, 
and straightway began several infor- 
mal caucuses in an effort to line up 
votes for the balloting tomorrow. 
Meetings were unannouncee and in 
small groups, and those in attend- 
ance declined to give any indication 
of results. 


Meantime, labor headquarters again 
became active, with the arrival of of- 
ficials of the 16 shopcraft units, who 
preceded the big five leaders into 
the city.
